Star Wars and cereal 
promotions have gone hand 
in hand since the original 
release of the first film in 
1977. General Mills, Nestle, 
Post, Nabisco, and Kellogg 
have all had their hands in 
Star Wars tie-ins over the 
years. 


General Mills, a firm which 
owned the Kenner toy 
company in 1977, had 
signed a deal with 
Lucasfilm for the worldwide rights to Star Wars toys, 
and this close relationship would continue for years 
with the success of the subsequent movies. Monster 
cereal collectors have been quite aware of the Star 
Wars phenomenon as 
many of the early Monster 
cereal boxes around today 
were those saved by Star 
Wars fans for the 
legendary Star Wars 
sticker and card offers. 
These cereal promotions 
led to a wide range of 
collectibles: boxes, store 
displays, premiums, 
stationary, hats, and other 
items from all over the 
world. Star Wars cereal 
boxes are possibly the most challenging Star Wars 
collectibles to locate as the supply is extremely 
limited and number of total variations is rather large. 
In fact, no single collector is 
believed to own a 
comprehensive set of all 
known boxes of Star Wars 
cereals, although some 
collectors have gotten close 
to completing this virtually 
impossible challenge. 


One of the earliest General 
Mills Star Wars promotions 
was the Cheerios poster 
offer. Inside every box of 


Cheerios was a 9" x 15" 
Star Wars poster, and there 
four posters in the entire 
set. Each poster had a color 
image from the movie or 
one side and a black and 
white poster (for a kid 

to color in) on the other. 
The box backs showed 
various Kenner toys in 
order to advertise a cash 
refund offer for the 
purchase of these toys. The 
Star Wars poster offer appeared on 7 oz, 10 0z, and 
15 oz boxes of Cheerios in 1978. Of all of the General 
Mills cereals, Cheerios dominates with its sheer 
number of Star Wars offer variations across several 
different box sizes. 


Perhaps the most visible 
Star Wars cereal offer 
during the early years was 
the "Scene Stick-On" 
available in boxes of Boo 
Berry, Count Chocula, 
Frankenberry, Trix (8 oz 
and 12 0z), Cocoa Puffs (8 
oz and 12 oz), and Lucky 
Charms (9 oz and 14 02). 
There were 16 Star Wars 
stickers in the entire set, 
and it was necessary to 
buy many different cereals to complete a set since 
each cereal only included 1 of 4 stickers from the 
whole set. The box backs 
also promoted a Kenner 
cash refund offer on the 
purchase of toys with 
crude illustrations of the 
Inflatable Lightsaber, 
Landspeeder, X-Wing, and 
TIE Fighter toys. The Star 
Wars Stick-On box has 
particularly strong appeal 
to Monster cereal 
collectors as the graphic 
on each of these boxes 
features the earliest 
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Monster character 
depictions introduced in 
the 1970's. Fortunately for 
collectors, many Star Wars 
fans saved these early 
boxes, however among all 
of the Star Wars cereal 
boxes ever produced in the 
United States, the Monster 
boxes remain the most 
sought-after and hence the 
most expensive today. 


The General Mills Stick- 
On offer was soon followed by a Star Wars card offer 
on boxes of Boo Berry, Count Chocula, 
Frankenberry, Chocolate Crazy 
Cow, Strawberry Crazy Cow, and Cocoa Puffs (8 0z, 
12 oz, and 17 oz). There were 18 white-bordered Star 
Wars cards in the entire 
set, and similar to the 
earlier sticker offer, the 
cards were grouped into 
sets of 6 that were only 
available with particular 
cereals (6 with the 
Monster cereals, 6 with 
Cocoa Puffs, and 6 with 
Crazy Cow cereals). The 
card offer was also tied to 
a mail-in offer to obtain a 
special wallet to hold the 
card set, and with 
additional proofs of purchase, one could buy the 
complete card set from General Mills. These card 
offer boxes were chock full of variations resulting 
from different Star Wars character cards printed on 
the fronts of the boxes. For instance, two different 
Boo Berry card offer boxes appeared, one with a 
Darth Vader card on the 
7 front and the other with C- 
3P0 & R2-D2. Chocolate 
Crazy Cow boxes came 
with either a Darth Vader 
card or a Tusken Raider 
q card on the front. It is a 
good bet that there are 
other card offer box 
variations that remain 
undocumented. 


While the Star Wars card 


promotion was in full swing, 
General Mills was also 
running a Star Wars hang 
glider offer on specially 
marked boxes of Trix (9 0z, 12 
0z, 16 oz, and possibly 20 oz) 
and Lucky Charms (9 oz, 14 
oz, and 20 oz). Inside each box 
was one of four different 
cardboard Star Wars "hang 
gliders": X-Wing, TIE 
Fighter, Landspeeder, or 
Millennium Falcon. These toys were wonderfully 
designed and had colorful graphics. This offer also 
led to a range of box variations as different vehicles 
were illustrated on different size boxes. The TIE 
Fighter appeared on 9 oz Lucky Charms and is 
believed to appear on 9 oz Trix; the Landspeeder 
appears on 16 oz Trix and 20 oz Lucky Charms; the 
X-Wing appears on 12 oz 
4 Trix and 14 oz Lucky 
Charms; and the 
Millennium Falcon is 
rumored to appear on 20 
oz Trix and 20 oz Lucky 
Charms. 


The remaining U.S. 
General Mills Star Wars 
promotion was the 

H Cheerios Tumbler offer. 

i] By sending in proofs of 
purchase from boxes of 
Cheerios, kids could send in for a Star Wars tumbler 
with pictures of various scenes from the movie. There 
was also yet another Kenner toy cash rebate offer on 
the these Cheerios boxes, and this rebate led to many 
box variations since different boxes featured different 
Kenner toys. In general, there were four different 
variations on the backs of 
these Cheerios boxes: one 
featuring the Radio- 
Controlled R2-D2 and the 
Death Star Space Station; 
another featuring the 12" 
figures and the Radio- 
Controlled Sandcrawler; a 
third featuring the 
Creature Cantina, Droid 
Factory, and Electronic 
Battle Command; and a 
fourth featuring the X- 
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Wing and TIE Fighter. All 
four of these box variations 
can be found on 10 oz and 15 
oz Cheerios. 


One of the most impressive 
early Star Wars store displays 
was the one used to promote a 
Star Wars mail-in kite offer 
with the purchase of General 
Mills cereals. This offer didn't 
appear on any cereal boxes, 
however by sending in proofs 
of purchase to the address shown on the display, kids 
could receive a Star Wars kite. It is believed, 
although not confirmed, that there were two different 
kites available. The store display showed the General 
Mills Big G symbol along with pictures of all three 
Monster cereals, Cocoa m * 
Puffs, Trix, and Lucky 
Charms. 


After the release of Return 
of the Jedi, Lucasfilm 
granted its Star Wars 
license to Kellogg to issue 
C-3P0's cereal in the 
United States. This event 
marked the first time that 
a cereal was named after 
an actual Star Wars 
character. This oat, 
wheat, and corn cereal was shaped like an infinity 
symbol, and in the United States, C-3P0's was only 
available in 13 0z boxes. 


Various offers would appear on C-3P0's cereal during 
its short life span. One of these offers was the 
Sticker/Trading Card 
premium found inside 
each box. Each "card" 
had a sticker that peeled 
off to reveal a movie scene 
underneath, thereby 
serving as two-in-one 
stickers and cards. There 
were 10 cards in the entire 
set. Another C-3P0's 
cereal concept was the cut- 
out character mask 

| appearing on the backs of 
boxes. There were six 


masks in all: Darth 
Vader, Yoda, Chewbacca, 
Luke, Stormtrooper, and 
C-3P0. Finally, the 
remaining C- 3P0's 
premium was the Rebel 
Rocket toy. Specially 
marked boxes of C-3P0's 
cereal contained a "Rebel 
Rocket" that kids could 


different stickers to apply 
to the toy. The blatantly 
phallic shape of this toy 
does make one wonder about the mindset of the 
Kellogg's toy designers. These boxes also featured a 
mail-in offer for small metal Kenner Micro Collection 
figures along the side panel. 


C-3P0's cereal also 
introduced some of the most 
striking Star Wars point of 
purchase displays ever to be 
seen in stores. The most 
popular is the large standee 
of C-3P0 holding a box of 
his cereal. There is also a C- 
3P0's shelf hanger and 
folding sign. Other C-3P0's 
cereal memorabilia that has 
surfaced includes stationary 
and retailer catalogs.

Star Wars cereal tie-ins remained dormant for about 
a decade until 1995 when there was a brief Post 
cereal offer with a Star Wars connection. Boxes of 
Golden Crisp, Honey Comb, Fruity Pebbles, and 
Cocoa Pebbles featured a Sega Game Gear offer 
depicting a Return of the Jedi video game. Although 
Post wasn't a Star Wars 
licensee, the obvious Star 
Wars connection leaves the 
Star Wars cereal box 
completist scouring for 
these obscure Game Gear 
boxes. 


Also in 1995, Lucasfilm 
renewed a Star Wars cereal 
advertising blitz while 
promoting the release of 
the original Star Wars on

video at retail. Boxes of 
Raisin Bran (15 oz, 20 oz, 
and 25.5 oz) offered rebates 
on Star Wars videos. "The 
Making of Star Wars" 
video was available through 
a mail-in offer on boxes of 
Corn Pops (10.9 oz, 15 oz, 
and 18.8 oz). A Droids 
comic strip appeared on the 
backs of 11 oz Apple Jacks, 
and 15 and 19.1 oz Apple 
il Jacks boxes promoted a 

\ mail-in offer for a special 
comic from Dark Horse. But perhaps the most widely 
popular cereal during this era was Froot Loops with 
the highly publicized mail-in Kenner Han 
Stormtrooper figure that was not available in stores 
at that time. The demand for this toy caused major 
shortages of Froot Loops in stores around the 
country, and it is believed 
that millions of these 
figures were mailed 

out to satisfy demand. The 
Han Stormtrooper offer 
appeared on 8 02, 11 02, 15 
oz, and 19.7 oz boxes of 
Froot Loops. 


For the truly esoteric Star 
Wars cereal box collector, 
Quaker Granola featured 
Academy Awards quizzes 
on several boxes of the 
cereal in 1998. One of the 
quizzes on 23.4 oz Quaker Granola with Raisins lists 
Star Wars as an answer to a movie question, and no 
Star Wars cereal box collection is complete without 
this box. How's that for obscure? 


Star Wars cereal 
promotions were occurring 
in the United States, 
General Mills was offering 
Star Wars premiums and 
promotions in Canada. One 
of eight Star Wars booklets 
could be found in Canadian 
boxes of Cheerios (300 g 
and 575 g), Cocoa Puffs, 
Count Chocula, 


Frankenberry, Honey Nut 
Cheerios (400 g and 525 g), 
Lucky Charms, and Trix. 
The two Monster cereal 
boxes from this promotion 
featured the original 1970's 
artwork for Count Chocula 
and Frankenberry. The 
backs of these boxes also 
plugged a mail-in Star Wars 
poster. On 350 g and 500 g 
boxes of Golden Grahams, 
General Mills offered a 
giant Return of the Jedi poster mail-in featuring 
Drew Struzen's classic artwork for the original 
"Revenge of the Jedi" advance poster. 


One of the most obscure Star Wars cereal tie-ins in 
Canada was the RCA CED disc contest box that 
never reached production. Box flats for 400 g and 
525 g Honey Nut Cheerios 
were made, although the 
offer never made it to 
supermarket shelves. The 
backs of these boxes depict 
a Star Wars CED disc, even 
though the offer was not 
. licensed as a specific Star 

«| Wars promotion. 
t, ay P 
C-3P0's cereal was also 
| offered on a Canadian 
bilingual box, with some 
notable differences from 
the U.S. counterpart. First, 
the cut-out mask offer only featured masks for C- 
3P0, Darth Vader, Luke, and Stormtrooper. The 
Sticker/Card offer issued in Canada featured 
bilingual cards instead of the English-only cards from 
the U.S. One of the most interesting box variations 
was the fun-pack mini C- 
3P0's cereal box only 
available in Canada. Canada 
also saw a bilingual version 
of the C-3P0's cereal store 
standee, along with a mail in 
offer for a C-3P0's cereal 
cap that was not available in 
the U.S.

In the mid 1990's, Canada 
dominated the world in Star 
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Wars cereal promotions. 
Starting with the Star Wars 
video re-release promotion in 
y’| 1995, "The Making of Star 

4 Wars" video was advertised via 
a mail-in offer on Honey Nut 
Corn Flakes. This offer also 
featured a savings on the 
purchase of the Star Wars 
video rerelease. In 1996, a set 
of 16 different cut out 
"Shadows of the Empire" 
trading cards was available on boxes of Honey Nut 
Corn Flakes (350 g and 525 g), Bran Flakes (475 g 
and 775 g) and Corn Flakes. Each box included a 
panel of four different cards, and it was necessary to 
buy all three different cereals to complete a set. 


A tremendous Kellogg cereal promotion was held in 
Canada for the Star Wars Special Edition movie 
release. Several boxes of Kellogg's cereals featured 
Star Wars Special Edition movie scenes on the box 
front with a Star Wars "magic eye" image on the 
back. This promotion appeared on Corn Flakes (400 
g and 525 g), Corn Pops (375 g), Regular Mini 
Wheats (475 g and 725 g) and Brown Frosted Mini 
Wheats (475 g and 725 g). One of the most popular 
Star Wars Special Edition items from this promotion 
was a special three cereal collectors pack that 
consisted of Corn Flakes, Frosted Flakes, and Corn 
Pops bundled with a large 3D Star Wars card on the 
front of each box. Although the appeal of this 
"collectors pack" seems only marginally greater than 
some of the other boxes from this promotion, this set 
has received substantial attention from dealers and 
collectors than any other Star Wars Special Edition 
boxes. 


Star Wars cereal offers also popped up in Australia. 
The earliest promotion was a mini poster offer on 
boxes of Weeties (made by 
Nabisco). In 1984, Kellogg 
issued several boxes with 
Star Wars tie-ins. The 
Return of the Jedi Name 
Decoder Game was available 
inside boxes of Corn Flakes 
and Rice Bubbles (250 g and 
500 g). The Ewok Collect-A- 
Prize game was available in 
boxes of Froot Loops, Honey 
Smacks, and Coco Pops (375 


g and 500 g). 


In 1995, several Star Wars 
Nestle cereal tie-ins appeared 
in Spain. Chocapic (a cereal 
that tastes so bad that it 
should be called "Caca-pic") 
had several Star Wars 
character cut outs printed on 
the back of each box. The 
front of the box features a 
goofy-looking dog hovering 
over a bowl of cereal with C- 
3P0 in the offer window in the lower left corner. 
Boxes of Golden Grahams featured a Star Wars maze 
on the back. In 1997, some additional Star Wars 
cereal tie-ins hit the stores in Spain. A Star Wars cut 
out appeared on boxes of Nestle's Nesquik, and a 
Star Wars coin premium was available inside boxes 
of Estrellitas. There were four coins in the set, and 
each coin featured a character on one side and a Star 
Wars planet on the other. The coin offer grabbed the 
attention of collectors overseas as these coins were 
very similar to the popular "Power of the Force" 
coins offered by Kenner in 1985. 


Star Wars also reached cereal boxes in England. In 
1978, four different Star Wars scenes were illustrated 
on the boxes of Nabisco's Shreddies cereal. This is the 
only documented U.K. Star Wars cereal offer, which 
is surprising considering the country's rich tradition 
of cereal promotions. 


Variations of vintage Star Wars cereal boxes and 
premiums are being discovered each day as little has 
been written on the subject. The book is certainly not 
closed on the discovery of Star Wars cereal box 
variations, and the author welcomes any additional 
input expanding the comprehensive listing of known 
Star Wars cereal boxes. The 
future is bright for Star 
Wars cereal collecting, as 
1999 promises to be an

Cereal box collecting is a really fun 
hobby! A lot of people are interested in 
knowing why people collect cereal boxes, and 
which cereal boxes are collectable. My 
daughter recently commented that she wanted to 
be in the local paper. I told her I'd send them a 
press release offering to do a profile on the local 
"cereal box collector", explaining why we 
collect cereal boxes for a hobby, the reporter 
will ask her what her favorites are and she can 
do a little interview with them... and she'll be in 
the paper. 

It's the kind of hobby that people can 
get excited about! It's colorful (and tasty) and 
full of contemporary nostalgia. You can almost 
see it coming... Someday, this is going to be 
“collectable.’ 

So I'll tell you what I plan to tell the 
local newspaper. 

Cereal boxes are collectable for the 
same reason that anything is collectable. People 
want to own it. It embodies the characteristics 
of simpler times (childhood) and levity. The 
cartoon adventures of cereal characters are pop 
icons, recognized the world over. The cereal 
box is its arena. The opportunity to own a piece 
of that history is available for a very limited 
time. If you snooze, you loose. Parents 
continue to throw this "toy" away as garbage, therefore depriving the future 
collector of their prize. The scarcity increases its value. Cereal companies 
tie-in with other collectibles such as toys, movies, television, and comics. The 
tie-in itself, makes the cereal box a collectible to the other hobbies’ collectors. 
Star Wars appears on cereal boxes (GM 1978, Kellogg's 1996). Barbie had 
her own cereal (1988), Hot Wheels (1990), Nintendo Cereal System (1988), 
Smurfberry Crunch (1987), Tiny Toon Adventures (1990), Ghostbusters 
(1985) and even Urkel-Os (1994). Disney features almost all of its theatrical 
movies, and its video releases on cereal boxes. Disney even had Mickey 
Mouse's Magic Crunch (Canada 1987) and Disney Characters Com Flakes 
(Japan 1990-). There are collectors specializing in all of these characters. A 
cereal box is a part of the merchandising of that collectible/show and therefore 
a component of that collection. 

Barbie collectors all over the world have to recognize the 
unmistakable collectability of a breakfast cereal featuring their favorite 
collectible! The pink box featuring a photograph of Barbie fits in beautifully 
with those "mint-in-box" Barbie Dolls, displayed on a shelf. 

Cereal boxes make a great addition to a specific collection, or stand by 
themselves as a hobby for collecting boxes because they're cereal boxes! 
Cap'n Crunch, Count Chocula, and Fruity Pebbles each create new and 
interesting boxes to make their characters contemporary. Airbrushed figures, 
foil logos, tie-ins with new movies keep the latest collectable boxes up to date 
in the same way that a beaded headband and a peace sign would place Sugar 
Bear in the 60's! One of these days we'll have the CYBER FREAKIES 
cereal, with characters leaping from the "internet"; the back of the box, to cut 
‘out and place around your computer screen! Collectors with vision will have 
to say: in the future, when we work at computers without screens this will be 
a clever novelty placing it squarely at the beginning of the 21st Century!... 
along with Oops All Berries! 

At the Los Angeles Comic Book and Science Fiction convention 
(12/13/98) I was selling comic books and promoting The Freakie Magnet, 
when another dealer offered to sell me a book about cereal boxes! For thirty 
dollars plus tax! I politely declined. I said if I had thirty dollars to spend on a 
book about cereal boxes, I'd just buy thirty dollars worth of cereal boxes... 
Well, he challenged, how do you know which ones will be worth money! 
If you go to the store right now, these are the boxes that will jump out at you 
as being worth money. Appraise the selection, and just take your pick. 


1. Cheerios/Lucky Charms Lion King II 


‘Simba's Pride activity books. These boxes 
feature colorful Disney's Lion King graphics on 
the front and back, then have a colorful activity 
book glued to the front of the box, and then the 
box is shrink wrapped to protect the book. This 
was done ten years ago with Crispy Critters 
Cereal (Post, 1988) and then again with the 
Breakfast Zone magazines (GM, 91). It's a 
wonderful way to deliver the free prize! It's very 
flashy, and obviously collectable simply by 
looking at it! The temptation is to leave it shrink 
wrapped with the cereal in it. I think it's gross to 
bq save the cereal in the box. It makes it difficult to 
store multiple boxes in your collection. Severe 
heat will cause the shrink wrap to continue to 
shrink, eventually crushing the box. On the other 
hand, the Cheerios boxes are too big for the 
standard Life Magazine protective bags, and the 
book flops dangerously from the front of the box, 
being affixed with only one pod of glue. 
Difficult to store or display without the 
shrinkwrap. Furthermore, the books can't be 
removed easily without damaging the front of the 
cereal box, or tearing the book. It's a real 
dilemma. The first box I bought of this series 
was the Cheerios without the book on the front, 
just the colorful graphics! The following week it came out with the book 
shrinkwrapped to the front. I'd felt slighted at the time, but now it's my only 
example of what the box looks like without the book! I haven't seen the 
movie yet. If I had to prefer one over the other, I like Lucky Charms for 
collecting the series, because it's red and has Lucky Leprechaun as an added 
bonus. 


2, Cinnamon Toast Crunch/Trix A Bugs Life figurine in pack. 
The figures inside these cereals are the only plastic inpack of the year. 
Similar in promotion and design to the Toy Story video release (GM 97), 
these figures are Disney cereal exclusives. I haven't seen the movie yet 

3. Honey Comb Rugrats Movie free ticket offer. The Rugrats 


movie is a big event for the cartoon series! It might be compared to a 
Simpsons movie or Bevis and 


appeared on cereal boxes promoting 
the television show, and to a collector 
of those boxes, this is a must! 
Rugrats are contemporary cartoons 
(as opposed to Yogi Bear, or Heckle 
& Jeckle.) When collectors of the 
future look back nostalgically to the 
90's, they'll be looking at Ren & 
Stimpy, and Thé Rugrats. Since | 
haven't seen the movie, though, I can 
only review this in the abstract. The 
people who like The Rugrats will 
want this box.

4, Cap'n Crunch Christmas 
Crunch Jingle Bell Rocks. Every 
year I look forward to adding the 
Christmas Crunch box to my cereal 
collection! This year it features the new airbrushed Cap'n as Santa looking 
excited about pouring a new package of mimi crunch berries over the cereal! 
It's a far cry from the cooler days of Christmas omament inpacks (88-89), and 
gyro ornaments in packs (94), and even that "surprise" box on top the cereal 
box which had a tube of rainblo bubble gum and some stickers (91). 
displayed the box alongside the other Christmas theme cereal boxes, and hung 
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the old ornaments on the tree. After ten 
years it's become something of a 
iradition. 

5. Cocoa Pebbles/ Fruity 
Pebbles Bedrock Blizzard. The Fruity 
Pebbles are "frosted" with snow in red 
and green color only (like last year's 
Holiday Pebbles). The Cocoa Pebbles 
have an in pack of white candy to 
sprinkle on the cereal. These guys need 
to include multiple packs of candy 
sprinkle similar to the frosting packets in 
Toaster Pastries, otherwise we only get 
‘one "fun" bow! out of the entire box! It 
was tough to decide whether to "save" 
the snow sprinkles as an inpack, in the 
foil bag (rationalizing that the foil would 
preserve the candy for decades to come!) 
or just to save the bag. Reasoning that | 
don't want bags of candy, or tubes of frosting, or packages of gum, in my 
premium collection, I cut the bag open, ate the candy, and slipped the (empty) 
bag in with the box. People who save candy bar wrappers don't save the candy 
bar. 1 refuse to save bags of cereal itself. I don't leave soda in the cans and 
bottles that I've saved. The principle dictates that I don't save the sprinkles. 
How much more would you pay, if the candy is still in the bag? 
Fred making snow angels on the front of Cocoa Pebbles while Barney 
snowboards over the cereal shows how hip they are at Post! On Fruity
